WANTON DESTRUCTION OF - 
OPIUM BY TRE GOVERNMENT. 
epee ice 
Om the joth November, 1893, we 
chronicled one of the most extraordinary 
burials ever witnessed In this land of 
strangé.sights and still stranger customs, 
manners and pollcy. It was not a hapless 
victim of the plague or cholera that was 
consigned to the deep on that occasion, 
nor was it the lifeless remains of some 
Government dolt or anything half so 
uninteresting, for, as a matter of fact, It 
was the sodden lifeless remains of an 
opium seizure effectedon board the steamer 
Pasig some four or five months previously. 
Asno owner ‘of the drug, some 600 taels: 
of prepared Malwa, could be found, no 
prosecution followed, and after a lengthy 
official procrastination for the period just 
named, the Governor-in-Councll; by 
virtue of. the provisions contained in 
sections 38 and 39 of Ordinance a1 of 1891, 
decided to finally dispose of the drug b 

having it decently “ burled at sea,” inste 

of selling itto the Opium Farmer who 
offered about $150 for it, and who alone 
has the right to possess prepared oplum 
in this Colony. On that occasion the 


| Hongkong Telegraph pointed out ‘that the 


action of the authorities was neither 
sensible nor diplomatic and that the 
Opium Farmer, who made a reasonable 
offer for the drug, should have been shown 
not merely every possible consideration, 
but the most extreme liberality. 

One would have thought that the 
exhibition of short-sightedness to which 
we then felt bound to draw attention would 
have sufficed fora decade at least. Not 
so, however, for’ on Friday fast the 
Inspector of the Water Police, acting under 
the orders of the Government fssued 
through the Captain Superintendent of 
Police, destroyed by fire seven balls of raw 
opium which had been picked up In the 
harbour a few weeks previously by a lukong 
and for which the Opium Farmer had, Jn 
the usual way, made an offer which the 
Government again declined to accept—on 
the ground, we believe, that it was not 
sufficient. Now, it is perfectly clear that 
the Government. has stultified Itself in 
this as in the previous Instance by 
entering into negotiations with the Oplum 
Farmer and then subsequently deciding to 
follow the precedent set: by .the British 
Customs of destroying all contraband 
goods seized by Its officers, In this case 
the loss to the revenue does not amount 
to much—something. under §100 we 
understand—but that is not the point. 
Considering the ‘large’ sum annually 
contributed to our revenue by the lessee 
of the Opium Farm, ‘it would ~certalnly 
appear to be the Government's most 
judicious pollcy to show him the greatest 
consideration, within the limits of the law 
and the interests of the colony, in every 
possible direction; but the contrary has 
been the case. as shown by the two petty 
exhibitions of official mud-headedness to 
which we have above referred. Had any 
difference ‘as to the price of an article 
arisen in any commercial house, a neutral 
arbitrator would at once have been 
selected to settle the matter in dispute; 
but unfortunately for the ratepayers the 
Government of Hongkong is not managed 
on business principles, and In the instances 
under review the colony's money has 
been wantonly wasted and probably the 
future revenue from the Opium Farm 
considerably reduced.

Naval Yard Police Fo-ce, In accordance with 
lastructions recently received by Commodore 
Boyes from the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, From what we can gather the new 
orders ave the result of a pe ition forwarded to the 
Admiraliy some months ago by the members of 
the local Naval Yard Police, who contended that 
the great fall In the sterling value of the Mexicay, 
dollar {n vastons ways caused serious loss to th & 
petitioners, With an exhibition of promptitud « 
quite new tothe department, the Lords Commi « 
sioners appear to have gone into the questl mn 
thoroughly and fn a manner which is net lik¢ ly 
to give much satisfaction to the rank and file of 
the Force, for by the changes to be eff:cted, we 
belleye, on the rst proximo, the Admiralty w ill, ‘ 
whil+ slightly augmenting the salaries of sa me 
of the men, nevertheless effect a saving of ab aut 
$ico per month, for which some ono, pose bly 
the “jolly old Commedore,” will doubtless 
get a geod deal of credit, : 

During the past fortnight several European 
members of the Force have been discharged, 
whilet others bave resigned, and {t now appears 
that the vacancies thereby created: are to be 
filled by Indians who will do duty on the ‘side’ 
beats ovly, Thos the number of Europeans 
retalncd In the Force will b» reduced to a dosen 
or.thereabouts, The increase of pay will, we 
understand, affect (he sergeant at the Kowloon:

THE JAPANESE ARMY.

The following able and Interesting article, 
evidently the work of an experienced, German 
officer who has had practical experience lo the 
Japanese Army, is translated’ by our Shanghai 
morning contemporary from Der Ostastattsche 
Lihoyd:~m : 

When three lecades age, rpan awoke out of 
the sleep of ber teolation and attached herself to 
tHe clvilfeation of the West, her first care wae 
the re-organteation al ber army. The result may 
truly be called ast wishing, Thow the Ministry 
cf War now poss ese s standing army of at 
least fifty thousand mex, and can, Immediately 
after a declaration of war, giice 10¢4990 men In 
the field equipped ard armed as well as the best 
armies of the West, Each of these soldiers bas 

assed at least one year of aciive service, and by 
itr the greater number thre years, And yet 
only n quarter of a century Ago the Japanese 
soldier stilt wore great grotesaue fron-viscred 
helmets, with which 10 frighten the enemy, chaln 
and lacquer calrasses to make bie blows harm- 
less, tnd at bis head stood the leader with a fac 
In his havd, : Waa there any cause prasent that 
led Japan to re-riodel her army with such @ 
feverish haste ? Without a doubt this. was the 
case, for varlous elements contributed to keep 
allve In the Land of the Risiog Sun the fear of 
comp'icatlons with « foreign Power, China, 
which looks upon Japan as a trallor towards 
Asia, gave constant cause for alarm; .fn the 
Linchtu Islands and in Koren a serleg of misunder- 
staudings of « threatening character have 
. occurred, and the Iztter country especially bap 
always been bold likely: sooner or later to prove 
‘an apple of discord in Orlenta} politics. The 
vente ol the last few weeks have given evidence 
ehat {o this matter Japan hae not gongs wrong, 

By the abolition of the Daimtos, or feudal 
princes, after the restoratinn of 1868—3 voluptary 
and patriotic process by which thelr enormous 

_ revenues wererreduced ninety per cent., and ag 
they wera no longer in a position to support 

thelr groat arrotos of dependents, the Samural— 
a proud and noble-born cate of warriors, which 
-composed some ten per cent, of the populetion— 
found themselves deprived of thelr bread ; and 
-#o it was not difficult to Incorporate them in the 
varmy. Although the Samural was a born 
wasrlor and a. brave one to boot, still hls 
omployment as @ unit of a modem army was 
comblned with many difficulties ; forhe fequently 
found bimself placed in subordination to persons 
Ye goclal Joferlors and from whom, except for 
thefy xtnlforear, respect was due to bim, For this 
reason it was hagd to coforce disci. llne, and the 
incorpors lon ofthe Samural merely served to 
fill the gap between thetwo poles of feudal service 
on the. ong hand and the conscription on the 
other.

The organisation of the Japanese army 
diverges somewhat from that of Enropean forces. 
Thus one regiment of Infantry consists of three 
battalions, each of four companies; on the peace- 
footIng, one company has five officers, 27 under- 
officers and 160 privates, and ly thus 192 men 
strong; on a war footing the company is 
re-Inforced by 80 privates, bringing the company 
up to272 men, In peace, a regiment of infantry 
comprises font commanding officers, 65 officers, 
349 under-cfficers and ‘1,920 privates all told, 
and including nioe non-combatant officers, 2,347 
men and 12 horaes. In time of war the fegiment 
fs brought up. to 2,880 men, The cavalry 
battalion bas am peace strength of 59 men 
and 135 borses and, on a war footing, of 
189 men and 140 horses. : The battery of 
artillery, two of which forme brigade, Is 
composed of 148 men with & horses, and four 
guns; onawarfooting 10 guoners and two gans 
ave added. Thus {n time of peace a brigade 
conalsts of one commanding officer, 240 gunners 
and nine non-combatant officers, or ll told, 306 
men, 8guns and 180 horacs, The artillery is 
armed with seven and a half centimetre guns of 
an Italian model, manufactured at the Japanese 
arsenal in Osaka. 

The Imperial Guard, and Corps d'élite, com- 
prising all arme, isa spectal division of troops 
permanently quartered {n Tokyo, Ther uniform 
is distinguished by ared band round the cap, 
that of all the other troops belog yellow. ‘This 
Garde-du-corps \s conipoted of two infantry 
seglments, one battalion of cavalry, one brigade 
of artlilery and one company of ploneers, In 
addition to the troops of the IIne and this Garde- 
du corps, thé Military Academy, the military. 
Staff College and the genda-merte are included 
in the total of effective troops. 

The Commander-{n-Chief of the Japanese: 
army Is his Royal Highness General Prince 
Arisugawa, an uncle of the Emperor. He. {s 
President of the General Bureau of State (Sanbo 
Hombu), which anawersto our Ministry of War. 
While the Minister of War collects and organises 
the troops, the Commander-in-Chief leads. and 
dlsects them, For military purposes Japan is 
divided Into seven districts, in each of which Is 
stationed one divislon of the army under the 
command of a General, 

The practical result of the arrangement and 
the orgenisation described above is a Japanete 
army with a paper strength of a1o,000 men.

‘What strikes one In the above table Is the 
extremely dispropertionately small number of 
cavalry, The reason of this may be thet they 
ate of opinion in Japan that, owing to the moun- 
tajmgous nature ofthe country, but little use can 
be made of this branch ofthelrarmament. Still 
1,500 mounted soldiers In an army of 176,000 
would most assuredly not suffice to do the work 
of puipost and escort duties. This branch has 
since 1891 been ratsed to aboyt $900 men, The 
staal difference fo the active and reserve trains 
is also remarkable. The proportlon of men 
enlisted is 17 percent. of the population ; of 
these at most 4 to § per cent. are. drawn into 
active service, while of those offering, some 40 
percent: ave not called opon teenve. How 
many of thess 310,000 men could be despatched 
ps genuloe fighters to a war is aquesila which 
we must leave unanswered. = - 

Finally, with regard to the drill and discipline 
of the Japanese army, there fs not. much to be 
ald; at least litle that would be new to a 
European ; for the Westerner who would look 
to flod in thele drill anything of the picturesque 
or amusing, such as he finds in Chica, would be 
Afeappoinved. The drill is copied exactly from 


infantry at drill, bas expressed his admfration

credit to a crack cegiment of the Pruartan guard. 
The squadron drill of the cavalry is olso excel- 
lent, though spolit by the miserable appearance 
ofthe ponies.

And, lonking to the fact that China 
is In @ position to be able at any time to send 
millions of the raw material of soldiers into the 
field, It requires no provhetic eye to see what 
the final result ofa Chino-Japancse war would be.
